Drar Sr& :—I have the honor herewith to submit to you the ree 
port of the Commissionors of Pharmacy for the State of West Vir- 
ginia from the passage of the act of 1881 to the present time. 

After the passage of the act of 1881 by the Legislature, on the 21st day 
of February, which took effect ninety days from its passage, the Com- 
missioners appointed by the Board of Public Works met in the City 
of Wheeling on the 3186 day of May, 1881, and organized the Board 
by theelection of J. L. W. Baker, of Martinsburg, as President; Ed. L. 
Boggs, of Charleston, as Vice-President, and Edmund Bocking,. of 
Wheeling, as Secretary and Treasurer. We at once proceeded to 
adopt our forms and have the same printed as woll as to purchase the 
necessary books and stationery as section 3 reads, “without expense 
to the State." 

Copies of forms you will find enclosed, showing three (3) separate 
gets, ' 

First (1). As applied to registration proper. 

Second (2). Registration by examination. 

Third (3). As applied to Prosecuting Attorney, county clerks, &c., 
and which may serve to give you some idea of the work done by the 
Com missioners. 

The law, of course, new to the Commissioners, as well as the drug- 
gists and pharmacists of the State, took us fully seven months before 
we succeeded in getting it in full working order, and.then only by the 
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hearty co-operation of a majority of the druggists of the State, to whom 
we feel very thankful, Some of the provisions of the act of 1881 
were found impracticable, and of necessity could not be enforced, prom- 
inent among which was section 9, requiring all poisons to be put in 
black paper, box or vessel. That clauso therefore remained a dead 
letter. The Commissioners have ascertained by схропепсе, from be- 
ing in direct communication with all tho druggists of the State, that 
amendments to the law of 1881 were necessitated, as I made mention 
to you in my brief report to Your Honor previous to the session of 
1882, of the amendments considered nocessary, and in your mossage 
to both Houses you very kindly called the attention of tho membors 
to the same, which I am pleased to say had the desired effect, as tho 
pharmacy act passed March 25, 1882, ia a great credit to our young 
Stato, and is acknowledged to be one of the best pharmacy acta in tho 
"United States, and so mentioned by many of tho pharmaceutical 
journal.s 

Tbe American Pharmacist, published in Now York, under date of 
July 1, 1882, says: “The law as passed in West Virginia is nearly 
the same as the excellont law which is not on the statute books of 
the great State of Now York." 

Our sister States of Ohio, Pennsylvania and Indiana, as yet have 
no pharmacy laws, but a combined effort, will be made to have one 
passed the coming winter. 

The largest citios of all tho states are now working under special 
pharmacy acts for the locality only, as New York city, Philadelphia, 
Cincinnati, Baltimore, etc. 

About twenty-eight states have pharmacy laws in successful work- 
ing ordor. | 

- The main object of all pharmacy laws із to have drugs and medi- 
«cines dispensed only by responsiblo and qualified persons, and thus 


- avoid the danger to many lives by the careless and indiscreot hand- 


ling of drugs by incompetent and unskilled persons, as well as to 
elevate the standard of our profession and take it out of the hands 
of parties who would turn a drug store into a mero barroom for the 
sake of the few dollars of gain that might accrue thoroby, also to 
protect the citizens from being imposed upon by tho sale of adulter- 
ated and sophisticated drugs, medicines, etc, and to suppress 
empiricism. 

Like all other laws this one has met with some opposition, but 
we think ere long every druggist in the state will be forced to ac- 
knowledge its justice as well as correctness. 

Under the amended act of 1882, which provided for another Com- 
missioner from the 4th Congressional district, tho Commissioners 


» met at Charleston on April 11, 1882, after tho Board appointed under 


the act of 1881 bad adjourned sine die. 

The amount of work done by the Secretary of the Board may be 
inferred from the fact that our bill for postage stamps alone during: 
the nine months of the act of 1881, was about $175.00, while under 
the act of 1882, we have expended for postage and oxprossage, $80.00, 
which leaves our treasury oxhausted, showing that the work done 
by the Commissioners is not of a pecuniary benefit; but is done 
solely for the benefit of our responsible profossion. Е s 
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The new Board was organized on April-11, 1882, by tho election 
of the following officers: Ed. S. Boggs, of Charleston, President ; 
A. N. Williams, of Parkersburg, Vice Prosident; E. Bocking, of 
Wheeling, Secrotary and Treasuror. 
` The amended law is now in full force and operation and working 
well as you will see by the below condensed statement, and the only 
opposition wo can hear of are by those who profer to sell spirituous li- 
quors under thé disguise of a druggist which they cannot do under 
the provisions of the act. 6 
`” Throughout the State, we Бато met with the utmost’ courtesy of 
the prosecuting attorneys (with one exception), and all the clerks of 
the courts although tho law’ require the clerks undor section 14, to 
send a copy of the record ontry in case of conviction, in all cases 
wo had to sond letters of inquiry before we received thom, 

After tbo passage of tho act of 1882, the Commissionors, although 
thoy bad tho right to make each registered Pharmacist, under tho 
act of 1881 re-rogistor, and charge the 82 (66 (as per section 6)—as the 
act of 1882 repealéd the act of 1881—to provent any hardship or ill- 
feeling, we adopted the ruling as per form No. 27, simply by apply- 
ing for а red seal to bo gummed ovor tho green seal (which wo had 
adopted in 1881, and cancelled all cortificates bearing a green soal. 

“Section 14 also provides that опо Ба of the fines should be paid 
the Board of Pharinacy. Thus far we have not received апу. 

We have strickon from the register ав рег section 9, for unlawfally 
selling spirituous liquors : -

A numbor have been convictod only once, but on thoir second 
conviction, their names also will be stricken from tho register. One 
case whore the party bad beon convicted twice, we could not striko 
from the register, as he appealed to the Supreme Court, and we have 
to await the decision.

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Number of registéred pharmacists in the State, three hundred and 
twenty-six, which includes two ladies, of the above two graduatos have 
lett the State whose names still appear on the register. Bevon of 
them aro located in Wheeling, two owners and five assistants. 

Of those who revisterod by examination as owner or assistant, 
thirty-two passed upon the first examination, five upon the second, 


` and one upon the third. 


Five applicants declined to stand the examination becaus ethey re- 
fused to go before the notary public we had selected for them, which 
very soop we learned to be the proper mode of conducting oxamina- 
tions, and not ав we had done in the beginning to allow applicants to 
select their own notary. : 

Тће registered pharmacists represent one hundred and five cities 
and towns and forty-three counties. The counties of Boone, Clay, 
Logan, Mercer, McDowell, Pendleton, Pocohontas, Raleigh, Wayne, 
Webster and Wyoming have no registered pharmacists. 

Under the act of 1881, we had registered pharmacists in Boone, 
Clay, Logan, Mercer and Raleigh countíos, but since that time they 
have either discontinued business or left the Stato. - 

Two bilis were found by the Grand Jury against J. К. Thompson, 
of Fairview, for keeping a drug store wifhout having registered. He 
left the State for parts unknown. Two or three others have left the. 
Stato under similar circumstances. 

As the amended law is now in fall force and operation, to the ontire 
satisfaction of the Commissioners, the legitimate pharmacists and cit- 
izens of the State, we deem any further amendments unnecessary.
